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N'our laft' Letter we gave you an Accomp of gut firſand fo» 
cond' waiting on the King, we writ to-you then. that 
' his Majeſty commanded ns to attend him yatierday being 

Thurſday, to. hearewhat he ſaid ro the Gentlemen; Which 
a liccle before the mecring, he feconded by a particniar Meſſage, 
Beig2 eofne-rhieher, his Majeſty cauled the ſeverall Meſſages be+ 
ryeen him, and theParliamenr, mentioned inthis' ercloſed prine 
ted Paper tobe read. X ood ets gr epeter nt 

* Thrs was done with much humming, and-applauie of thei Kings 
Maſſages by ſome perſons who had placed chemielues nteze abour 
where che King Rood. Bur when any ching from the Parliament 
came'ro bereag,with ſomuch hifſing, and revjling rhe Paclianicnr, 
_ that though -in reſpect, and duty to the Kings Perſon, wc could nor 
preſent ir,as otherwile we ſhould haye done,:yer hays finceexpo- 
{inated, ate Ee of it to his Majelty.' Some were1obb1d 
as toay y wy hat the Parliament menfon'd fertheir Houſes 
m-order, for many of them ſhould ſhortly lave their heads off, 
One of whiich(as fince wearecredibly imformed)was oge Hurſt, n 
fervant to one Maſter #/:1ia7 Crof:s In ebis which was flid'By.rhe 
King! you will ſee what reaſon we hadto vindicate onefelves,and 
therefore we immediatly repay red ro'the: Neantes houls with all 
rhe other Gentlemen, an: there we tooke notice of the ronatr1- 
fage wehad received ; We cold them that it was neither inditcre- 
tion nor difobedience in us {as/his Majefl y was pleaſed 16 call 5x) 
ro deliver the Parlizmencs Meſſage, or to tay hore though com- 
mane ro th&contrary*fince we conceived no man needed robe 
Aisfted'in fo cleare a caſe as this ' Thar every: Member' of each 
| HoulſCought to obey their Commands; when they were played 
co employ them. But finte his Majeſty thought 6t r0:bid" them, 
rake heed ef us, notknowing what doctrines of difobedionce we 
might prezetito-them oder colour of obeying the Partiamentivie 
appealed toevery man whether we h:d in word or deed, in Pb - 
tick or iti ptivate.done aty thing thn becamens: hon ft mor and 
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perſon imployed from the Parliament. That wee had commn'y- 
cated eur :n{tructicnsto his Majeſty, being that we would avow 
-a11 our Actions, and that we wereconfidenc it wen!dnor be taid, 
wee had rranſgreiied chem, This was very well taken and iufli- 
fied by the Conntry. Yeſterday therecame divers thouſands of 
Freeholders to this Citie, thongh none but the Genery were ſfirn- 
mon'd, bur receiving a command ficm the King not to cometo 
the Curr, they forbore, and Rayed in the Caſtle w_—_e ſenc 
this petition encloſed to his Maielty and received the Anlwer an- 
nexed chereunto. There was likewiſe a Commiceec of twelye 
Gentlemen ppag——__ yeſternight to conkder of drawing np 
an Anſvertothe Kings propolitioncencerning a Guard, but no- 
ching ccu d be done, b-cauſe ic was palt threes clecke betore the 
Gentlemen were admitted to the King. This morning the Free- 
ho'ders aſſembled againe in the Taftle yard ,and chere they made 
this Protefiation encloſed, of their gight of Voting in what con- 
ceintrh the Peace of che Countty,as having their intereſt ther gn, 
When wc all mer this morning agaſne at the Dean>s hou'e, we 
whoare your Commiceces receivede his Meſlige by Sir Edward 
Stanhop, that he came from tus Majeſty, co command us, that we 
ſhould 6 trum-his meeting, and if we did (tay, his Maieſty 
would iudge ns gwilcy of that he ſpake on yeſterday, which was 
 *rampering. - Notwiiliftanding which command. We ecad che 
fourch Article of our inſtructions to the whole Company, that 
being perrinent to the bufineſſe we were then upon, and defired 
' them tocconlider,wherher theParlizmentc had not expreſſed there- 
in ſuch a care of the Kirgs Gafety, thac there would be lirtle need 
. of Guards : We told them that we had good right of being there 
as Frecholders of the County, but thar in obedicace- to-rhe King 
wee would depart for this time : But whenſoever there. ſhould: be 
cccaficn of our being there in purſuance of our Inftructions and 
Command: frem the Parliament, we ſhould de ready. The whole 
company received great farisfa&ion, and defirad a Coppy of that 
jinftcuCtion, which we gave them. Wee werethe more willing at 
that cime to goe from thence, becauſe we ſhould not onely give 
obecience to the Kings command, which orherwiſe he would 
haye aid, we conſtantly diſobeyed, but becanſe the Commirre of 
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eweve appointed yeſternight -were theft t> withdraiv, fo 1h# 
there was nothiug for the preient for us ro doe; We mmediarely - 
went to che King, and beſought him rhat fince we were continual 
ly fo diſcountenanced by him, in the face ofour Country, that he - 
would be pleafed to Jet us know in particular wherein wetud gi 
yen the occafion, for we otherwiſe conceived we were deprived 
of that Liberty, which was our que inreſfpeR of that intereft wee 
had here. His Maieſty was pleaſed to tell vs, that if we would lay 
aſide that condition of Committees from the Parliament, he 
would not hinder us to be chete as Gentlemen of che Counrry , 
We humbly replyed,that we could not lay that downe, nor could 
we be abſent fiom any meeting where our preſence wis required, 
for the ſervice as Committees from the Parliament : eo which 
his Majeſty faid,that indeec he thoughe we cou'd not lay it down, 
neither that it was reaſonable wethenld have Votes, and bee ina 
double capacity, The Committee hath beenetogerber moſt part 
of this day, bar nor agreeing : Six of them have drawne up this 
Anfiver encloſed, which chey have communicaced ro the Gentle- 
men, and Freeho/ders. The grenter part of the Gentlemen, and 
all che Freeholders have agreed too, and ſubſcribed jr, The other 
lixe have concluded upon this other Anfwer,conſenting to a guard 
of Horſe, bat this wee do2 not heare char they haye gotten many 
names £0o, nor can ve get 2 Copie of thoſe names as y xt, thoygh 
theſe be very few, yer whether they can bring in any Horſe or 
no we canner yet Tudge. 
The King have received both theſe reſolutions, which with his an- 
ſwers to them, youſhall likewiſe have here incloſed. His Majeſty 
had declared himſelfe yeſterday, chat hee wou!'d raiſe that Regi- 
ment, which was Sir Robert Strickland for his foot Guard, but he 
hath now laid aſide thas Reſolution, The Freeholders of the 
County are tow nexly ſummoued to attend his Majeſty abour a 
weeke hen:e the. three Rydings npon three ſeverall dayes, but for 
what ſervice wee doe not know. 

Sir, you have here a large Narrative of the paſſages at this 
meeting ; what dangers this poote Counttey lyes under . wee 
humbly referre it to yon to judge , nor eaking upon us to deliv-r 
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any opinion. The bnit fieffe lafled { long , that ic hindered ns 


from givinga nhore ſpeady accomps, SiryItns is whaz:at this tinte
